1 This Order may be called the Rice (Punjab) Price Control (Third Amend¬ 
ment) Order. 1963. 

2. In the Rice (Punjab) Price Control Order, 1962— 

(i) In sub-clause (21(c) of clause 2, for the figures and words “Rs 1-50 per 

quintal”, the figures and words “Rs. 1-51 per quintal” shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 1 

(ii) in the Schedule, for the table of prices, the following table shall be 

substituted, namely:—
